REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . Claims 1,4-12 are allowable over cited prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record (Yamaji (Patent No.: US 6381449 B 1) and Darabi (Patent No. US 6889037B2) 
fails to teach : active mixer load includes a first transistor, a second transistor and an 
operational amplifier, wherein a first output terminal of said down-conversion mixing 
component is connected to a first input of said operational amplifier, wherein a second 
output terminal of said down-conversion mixing component is connected to a second 
input of said operational amplifier, wherein a reference common 
mode voltage is applied to a reference common mode voltage input of said 
operational amplifier, wherein an output of said operational amplifier is 
connected in parallel to a respective gate of said first transistor and said 
second transistor, and wherein said switching elements are arranged for 
connecting alternately on the one hand said first output terminal of said 
down-conversion mixing component via said first transistor and said second 
output terminal of said down-conversion mixing component via said second 
transistor to ground, and on the other hand said first output terminal of said 
down-conversion mixing component via said second transistor and said 
second output terminal of said down-conversion mixing component via said 
first transistor to ground , as described in independent claims 1,11 and 12. These 
limitations, in combination with the remaining limitations in claims 1,11 and 12, are not 
taught nor suggested by the prior art of record.
